We have already spoken of securing: it will, 
howerer, be necessary to say a few words more on 
ibis subject. The term implies making sure of 
what you throw, and securing a fortune if you get 
opportunities of playing to a sufficient extent ; and, 
above all, if you take care to play with licfne but 
men who can and will pay. 

There are, now aMays, a number of ill principled

wim ' This class is considered by men of the world, 
as disgraceful both to Greeks and those who play 
on the square, to Jews and Gentiles, to rich and 
poor, equites pedHesque^ horse, foot and dragoons : 
all should conspire to cut such fellows. They have 

all 
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all the dishonesty of the most determined pigeon 
fancyers without the talent, and oo semblance of 
honesty about them. 

Securing may be done two waj^s : the one by 
keeping the dice under your fingera ; the other, bj 
looking at ihe numbers uppermost in the box before 
you throw your main. Should this be done dunv- 
fiily, it will be discovered ; and then the Greek 
must be ready to shew fight. The non-payment 
gentleman should always be prepared for this^. as 
an enraged and disappointed Greek is a dangerous 
foe, his motto being ^^Flecteresi neq^ueo superos, 
Acheronta movebo; " which, literally translated? 
means — ^^ playing Hell."

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^e had given birth. Magnificent, ^like .all. the 
ancients, in his habits and in his customs, he 
could set forward on an, expedition, with as inany 
wives and concubines as any :sultan or prince of 
eastern donunution ; and he as frequently chang- 
ed the reigning ^vourite of his choice. Gifted^ 
for a Iqng .time, like Bacchus, with the title 
of " ever fair and ever young," he played juvenife 
pranks to a very late day, ^nd signalized hinnself in 
gallantry from the drawing-room to the scullery ; 
from which last situation a piquante foreigner was 
elevated to his society. 

Unlike the common, cast of Greeks, he did not 
owe his fortune to his own industry alone ; but 
spent, at an early period, of life, a very large 
patrimony, as well as what be acquired by ,one of 
his .spouses. Expensive, habits, however, and an 
extensive establishment, demanded no. moderate re- 
venue to support them; and our hero proved him- 
self not unlike Catiline, by being alieni apetensy 
suiprofusus. His success at games of chance con- 
tributed 
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tributed not a little towards gratifying this passion, 
and towards defraying the charges of divers fa- 
vourites, and living examples of his amours. 

Sunk in circumstances at last, and though late

ally : — ^with what successs we know not. It is ru-

. school, 
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8cbooI, whilst Joseph (not Mrs. Potiphar's friend) has 
the merit of having preserved the music of the 
Greeks in the most fascinating purity : — it would do 
your heart good to hear him, he draws out such notes. 
Some folks, (Lord P — rt — rl — ngt — n perchance 
amongst the number) think the pleasure too ex- 
pensive ; but that only proves their bad taste. His 
half-pay brings him in to the tune o/^what ? a mere 
trifle : but his talents and conviviality are resource^ 
ful beyond description. 

We remember him, a (Quarter of a century (almost) 
ago, a very fresh-coloured ensign, on the half paj of 
an infantry corps ; and he played the devil with a 
gull of an alderman's son in the life guards, who 
lost three thousand pouuds no one knows how, and 
no one can tell to whom : but silly Billy either did 
not pay at all, or gave some small compromise^ al- 
though bullied a few times by the parties. Many 
years after this transaction, Mr. Joe got into the 
very regiment in which the aforesaid gull formerly 
served : the parly is now defunct.

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than this worthy Trojan ; bom of no very high house 
and educated abroad as a surgeon, be owes fai^ 
enirS into high life, and bis having fre<)uently figured 
with carriages, borses and a baad^me establish- 
ment^ to bis own personal merit. 

It is rumoured that his sire kept a snuff shop, which 
Inajr or may not be the case ; but certain it is that 
he was often enough put to apinch. He was at one time 
overtaken on the route to Brussels with his wardrobe 
tie.d up in a pockei bandkerchiei^ and promenading 
on foot the whole road.

During tbid confinenletit^ hk 
treasury was completely exhausted ; and he owed 
his re-establishment of finance to a speculation, 
not en xcdn^ but en vin^ which set bim up, and put 
him in sphiis. 

Siiice then, he hlas retired from the busy scene^ 
and was, a little time back, living quietly at Paris, 
not however wholly forgotten, since many who

This gentleman has not 
only been singularly fortunate; but prudent too in 
I retiring from his hazardous concerns ere it was too 
late. 

He is said to be in the annual receipt of nearly 
ig'gOiOOO independent property.;- It is fit that We 
should record an anecdote most highly to his honour. 
Various relatives had been led to suppose that 

he 
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he would make due provision for them. He has, 
however, recently married again ; prior to which 
he divided ^^100,000 among those^be had taught 
to look up to him for support. Here is a fact 
which, at any rate, tells. to his credit.

Ue has been a dupe to such designing, servile and 
4^te«ted characters as Oldfield and Bennet. With 
the entire loss ef fortune he seems to experience

— Such men are nunulersy capable 
of any ^trocbus acts^ could they be secure of coa* 
ding the penalties of the law — They have not the 
feelings of humanity or compassion, for rick as^ 
most of them are, they still greedily and basely 
attempt to crush and annihilate tte martyrs n^oiA 
they have ruined and rendered mis^able.^-^These 
slaves to avarice and plunder are aij^ec/^ mete aai 
contemptible in their servility, as long as wxmiij 
lasts.

them. The country owes to the considerate well 
timed l iberality of that amiable, that patriotic 
character, Charles Greenwood, Esq. of Craig's 
Court, much of the active military talents which 
won Waterloo ; to his benevolent pecuniary assist- 
tance, in the da rk — the trying hour of necessity. 
He is a host to the B ritish Army . What a generbus 
glow of exultation now warms my pen, as I pay 
this well earned tribute of grateful justice, to a 
wealthy man, whose affluence no man dare eiivy ! '
